would make

mer standing in the profession, even if 
the dsbarment were removed.

said that he intends to become a real 
estate broker and

still possessed a considerable fortune

a dying condition Hummel w ill leave 
prison in better health than he has

and attention are especially given to 
the selection of the highest and best 
type* of seed for planting 
Advice is 
given by these expert agent# as to rer- 
tfUsing, planting, cultivating and h a r­ 
vesting. 
Of suprem e Im portance is 
the Idea of Intensifying and the rota­ 
tion or diversification of crops. 
At 
stated Intervals during the year, in 
the neighborhood* where this dem on­ 
stration work is carried on. all the 
farm ers 
are 
Invited 
to 
assem ble 
around tile dem onstration plats and 
practical talks and actual field work 
is done. 
These m eetings are in the 
nature of F arm ers' Institute*, for tile 
benefit of adult farm ers. 
Not only 
are the subjects discussed at these 
m eetings of practical benefit, but the 
results as show n in the cultivation of 
th e croiw brought before the oyes of
